Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

It was agreed the independent claims need to be amended to overcome the prior art rejection. Claim 1 will be 
amended by changing "being attached" to "being permanently attached" in an attempt to overcome the heavy rubber 
resist material placed on the monuments by the Rocky Mountain system. Applicant will make these changes to the 
claims in an after final amendment. The examiner also suggested changing "the correlated item comprises" to "the 
correlated item consists of in order to further distinguish the claim from the heavy rubber resist. Mr. Scholer did not 
want to make this change since it would be very limiting. The sandblasted image discussed in the rejection was NOT 
discussed during the interview. 
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
